rhe Need of The Electric Company and Means of Supplying It 


Monday night there was published an open 


ter to Mr. J. B. Johnson of the Electric Light 
npany. We were not in that editorial pretend- 
that It was argument upon the question of 
price of current. 
We were simply calling 


attention to mis-statements that were being 
de and citing statements that were not being 
de. 


There is nothing to be gained in discussing 


5 matter in heat or in anger but we should ex- 
ine it fairly and squarely and we propose 
TI now on until the day of election, from time 
ime, to discuss it fairly from both sides and 
h as judicial a spirit as possible for us to use. 
The readers should bear in mind that the Lo- 
i County Electric Company is owned and 
trolled by the Cities Service Company wliich 
Dinmonly spoken of as the "Doherty Corpor- 
n." This Cities Service Company owns many 
lie service croporations similar to our Elec- 
Light Company and it also owns oil proper- 
in the southwest. 
The Public Service Cor- 


itions owned by the Cities Service of course 
T into contracts with the cities which they 
e for certain periods of time. At the time 
n they make these contracts of course they 


to get the best contact* obtainable 


f r*tif • VlMflfrftlrirfr 11.1 


and in most cases are very anxious to obtain it. 
That we believe to be the case in Elyria. 


Naturally the real owner of the Cities Ser- 


vice is determined that each company shall be a 
unit in itself, and shall make a profit all the time 
if possible. Something- over a year ago, accord- 
ing to the claims of the Electric Company here in 
the city and because of the soaring price of coal, 
particularly, and their increased prices incident- 
ally that which had been a profitable contract 
ceased to be so. 


This is forcibly brought to the attention of 


the citizens of the city who otherwise would not 
be affected by it by the fact that the Electric 
Company claims they cannot add to their service 
in the city without additional equipment which 
equipment will cost in the neighborhood of $200,- 
000. 
This equipment they cannot put in unless 


they receive their raise in price. 
The reason 


they cannot put it in until they get this raise is 
because the local company cannot borrow the 
money. To be sure, the Cities Service Company 
which owns the local company could do so. It is 
making a largo amount of money. Its net earn- 
ings during the past year amount to over three 
millions of dollars, 


But the owners refuse to put more money 


into the plant here until the price is raised and 
in defense of their earnings being so large and 
their not adding to the equipment here, they 
claim that their earnings are not made upon 
Public Service Corporations but the large 
amount has been made from the product of their 
oil wells. To fortify their position on this line 
they urge that the Public Utilities Commission 
will not permit a larger amount to be made b;y 
the local company than 8 per cent upon the in- 
vestment. 


Of course, the fact should be borne in mind 


at this point that this is 8 per cent profit above 
paying the interest upon bonds, or other forms oi 
indebtcdne^. In other words, if this $200,000 
was invested which the Electric Company needs 
and which the Cities Service, the owner of the 
Electric Company, could easily furnish, there 
could be made upon this amount without the 
commission, olv]ectino; 15 per cent, 7 per cent on 
the investment, namely, 7 per cent which might 
be paid on thr loan and eS per cent profit on the 
total. 


No one can blame the Cities Service or the 


Electric Company for using their mode of in- 
ducement to boost the price of electricity at this 
time, from their 
' 


The Gas Company did it with the contract 


in force in the city and got away with it. The 
Electric Company feels that they are entitled to 
the same thing. 


The question arises whether the loss is not 


entirely taken care of now by the decrease in the 
price of coal and whether in any case the people 
should increase the contract price in the face of- 
general falling prices. 


We want to, before we close this discussion" 


today, state in all fairness to Mr. Johnson and 
the Electric Company that we have noted at« 
place that he claimed that he needed more of 
equipment in their power plant in Lorain 
serve Elyria. But it is equipment for transmis- 
sion and sub-stations here in the city. We do' 
not believe that the taking on of the Nation*^ 
Tube Company has been inconsistent with 
statements and arguments made by Mr. J< 
son, either in his advertising or in his coi 
cations with this paper. 


However people in the city who have 


visited by some of the representatives of 
company have been told that they needed 
equipment at the power plant.
